clared by Mr. Buhl not to be his 
nephew. The boy, whose name is Sat- 
zell, was found in Collinwood and was 
identified by Frank Dougherty, the 
Euclid clerk, as the boy who was 
brought to the hotel Thursday night by 
Harry Ball, a restaurant cook. Buhl 
says the mistake is excusable because 
the Satzell boy closely resembles ‘‘Bil- 
ly.”’ Ball has been released. 

Left Without a Clew. 


Buhl says that the break-down of the 
theory that the boy taken to the hotel 
by Ball was Billy Whitla leaves him 
no clew whatever on which to work. 
me and the detectives have exhausted 
their ingenuity, but this has been the 
only tangible clew that has presented 
itself. Buhl, who has his automobile 
ecnstantly ready for instant’ service, 
says he will remain in Cleveland and 
open negotiations with the. kidnapers. 
He says he is willing to pay the $10,000 
at once if it will end the horrible sus- 
pense under which he and the child's 
parents are suffering.

The rubber tube will convey food to 
her stomach in the sa.ae manner as the 
mouth and throat would do. As she is 
without means of mastication, the food 
will be iqud or fmely groun@ solid sub- 
stances. She will never again, the sur- 
geons say, taste food, and one article 
will be the same to her as another. 

The subject of the other operation was 
George Watkins, 60 years old, of 826 Bu- 
chanan street. He has suffered from a 
sliver of steel, traveling up and,down 
his left arm and wearing out the artery, 
until the walis of. the artery were al- 
most ready to give way. The surgeons 
tied up the artery, deflected the flow of 
blood to a smaller artery, then removed 
the steel splinter with the X-ray’s help, 
and opened the old artery, which, they 
say, will heal and fill with blood again 
after a time.

Prosecutions Will Neither Be

WASHINGTON, March 20.—There will 
be no abandonment of the Panama Ca- 
nal libel prosecution by the administra- 
tion nor unseemly haste in. bringing this 
case to trial according to a high ad- 
ministration official téday.

Dr; Tuholske sent Mrs. Adams 
to the hospital, and Adams engaged a 
room ‘at the+Crescent Hotel, where’ he 
registered without placing his address 
after his name. He had promised’ his 
wife that he would call at the hospital 
Friday morning and see her before she 
went under the influence of the anes- 
thetic. He was not there and the oper- 
ation was proceeded with. 

When Mrs. Adams recovered from 
the anesthetic, she asked for her hus- 
band, wondering why he had not come 
to her. She was told that the rules of 
the hospital forbade her seeing him 
until she was better.

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INHERITANCE TAX ERRORS. 

The objection to taxation of the same thing 
by State and nation is not the most cogent one 
to the inheritance tax provision of the Payne 
bill. The measure: exempts only estates below 
$10,000. The limit is too low. It is a conceiv- 
able case that $10,000 might be the sum total 
of the fund of a widow and several orphans. It 
might be in the form of cash. insurance, payable 
to the estate of the deceased; it might be a 
home and nothing more. 

Should both the State and nation 
from this mite?

The design of the inheritance tax law is to 
raise revenue, but from those who can obviously 
afford to pay. Usually it is mot an objection 
to a general law of wholesome import that if 
may in an extreme case cause particular hard- 
ship. But we have cited no extreme case. The 
exemption in the Payne bill should be - in- 
‘creased. No State should impose a tax of appre- 
ciable amount on an estate below $20,000. In- 
surance intended solely to place a dependent 
family above want should not be taxed. Es- 
tates of this kind are not wealth accumuia- 
tions and protect the State from possible bur- 
dens.

“They point out the fact that whereas 
nearly everything else has undergone a 
rather severe liquidation since the panic 
of 1907, many branches of labor have 
not yet sustained their proportion of the 
liquidation, which it is believed will be 
necessary for every form of industry to 
undergo before business can be put once 
more upon a normal basis. 

“It ig true, they assert, that in near- 
ly every avenue of trade some men 
have been thrown out of employment, 
and there is at present a large amount 
of enforced idleness such as always 
‘precedes ga readjustment of business 
deranged after a panic like that we 
encountered more than a year ago. 
‘These bullish operators maintain that 
the proposed cut of 60 per cent in the 
duties on steel will afford all the 
steel companies and many Kindred in- 
dustries grounds upon which to make 
horizontal reductions in wages to 
where they ought to be to enable 
business to start ~~ with a genuine 
revival. 

“That some of eds large independ- 
ent companies did actually cut wages 
before the tariff bill was made pub- 
lic 18 merely an indication that the 
proposed cuts were divined by the 
steel men weeks in advance, and it is 
rewarded as only natural that other 
steel] companies should follow the 
wage reductions already in force in 
the plants of a few of the independ- 
ents. 

Mine Agreement. 

“In this connection it is also worth 
noting that, the agreement between the 
hard coal miners and the anthracite 
mine operators;:expires by limitation in 
one week from now, and that the mine 
owners are keenly alive to their tech- 
nical advantage in driving a very good 
wage bargain with the workingmen for 
the next two or three years under pen- 
ality of shutting down their mines until 
they can profitably dispose of the large 
stocks of coal that have acctimulated 
both on account of the mildness of the 
winter and the dullness in coal-consum- 
ing industries, 

“In attemptingsto peer into the future 
those who follow the charts have had 
great difficulty in finding a complete 
analogy between the action of the stock 
market heretofore fending the discus- 
sion of a tariff bill and what the pres- 
ent market ought to do. The Dingtey 
tariff law, enacted 12 years ago, was 
introduced after McKinley took office. 
As a result of its introduction the 
stock market, after an inconsequential 
dip, enjoyed a steady and rather pro- 
nounced rise in the pricé of securities 
for several months during and after the 
passage of the bill. 

“But McKinley was not elected to 
the presidential office in a period of 
financial depression as was Taft. He 
was elected .in 189% and the Dingley 
tariff bill was passed in the summer of 
1897. We had had a panic in 1893, fol- 
lowed by about two years of ‘business 
depression, but by the time McKinley 
took. office, nothwithstanding the free 
silver scare incident to Bryan's cam- 
paign against sound money, business in 
general had enjoyed considerable im- 
provement. Therefore, whe attempted 
analogy between the Payne bill and the 
Dingley bill fails to be oan. 

Tariff Analogy. 

“Likewise, it is impéssible to find all 
the circumstances parallel in the case 
of the Payne bill and the Wilson-Gor- 
man act, which was passed on Aug. 7, 
184. Grover Cleveland had just been 
elected President in 1892 and the panic 
of 1898 was upon the country when ‘the 
Wilson-Gorman bill was under discus- 
sion in Congress. A Democrat was in 
the White House. There had been a 
chang» of political administration and

either in the case of the Dingley bill or 
of the Wilson-Gorman tariff bill. 


“Developments in the foreign ex- 
change market took on new interest

Gohl for Export, 


‘‘Wall street was, therefore, not sur- 
prised to hear at intervals.this week 
of further engagements of ld for ex- 
port to London, some af which goes, to- 
day, as that is: really but a continua- 
tion of the movement to adjust the 
trade balances which have been ging 
on for some time between this country 
and Europe, but manifested hitherto 
mostly¥in shipments of gold to the Ar- 
gentine Republic on London account. 
Had there been any available steamship 
bound for Buenos Ayres today some of 
the gold would have gone to South 
America. But at all events,.the gold 
exported by United States would have 
been on account of London. 

“As we drew from Londoh in a few 
months followirg the panic of 1907 
nearly $160,000,000 worth of gold, and 


than a third of the amount we 
brought in at that time, we are ap- 
parently still ahead in the matter of 
transactions in the fundamental basis 
of exchange, and with money at con- 
tinued easy rates, and with our in- 
terior bankers pressing it here for 
profitable investments, the continu- 
ation of our exports of gold into 
next week on account of London is 
not likely to have any ill effects on 
the financial situation here, 


Hopes of Garin. 


“Operators for the fall .in the pres- 
ent market are, of course, basin 
their hopes of gain on the expecta- 
tion that the attempt to make a gen- 
eral cut of wages in the industrial 
world may bring about strikes that 
might seriously retard the recovery 
of business even to the extent of nul- 
lifying the beneficent effects of an 
abundant harvest, which now seems 
to be assured by ‘Government reports 
of grain on hand and of the pregipita- 
re of much needed moisture in the 

fest, 

“The bears will also make as much 
capital as possible over the continued 
war scare in Europe over the Servo- 
Austrian troubles, which might in- 
volve the large European nations 
either in actual war or put. them to 
nearly as much expense in the matter 
of preparation as though war were 
actually to be declared.”

200,000 Telegrams Undeliv- 
ered—Condition Borders 
on Anarchy.

PARIS, March 2.—Compromise with 
the Postoffice strikers seems impossi- 
ble. Still 4,000,000 letters and 200,000 tele- 
grams await delivery. “But methods of 
communication have improved; Paris is 
isolated no longer. 

Cablegrams to America are subjected 
to long delay. Some letters are being 
delivered; some telepl.ones are working; 
but business houses continue to send 
messengers with letters to London and 
Brussels. 

The original cause of the strike is 
lost sight of. The strikers’ démand for 
higher wages, shorter hours and the 
old system of promotion by seniority 
are forgotten in their intense hatred of 
Simyan, Postmaster-General under In- 
terior Minister Barthou. 

Simyan astonished the deputies by 
declaring that nine of their number got 
Subra, the strikers’ leader, appointed to 
the Postoffice Department. The debate 
in the Chamber of Deputies on thé 
strike continues. The strikers demand 
Simyan’s resignation, but the Govern- 
ment announces that it will not yield 
an inch. 

Borders on’ Anarchy. 

While other strikes here haye( been 
more picturesque and the strikers riot- 
ous, none in recent years can compare 
with this in seriousness. At 6 o'clock 
Wednesday Paris was cut off from the 
rest of the world as far as_ mails, 
cables, telegraphs, telephones were con- 
cerned. The last cable connecting 
France with America had ceased to 
work; there was no telegraphic com- 
munication with London, Berlin or 
Brussels; every telephone was silent. 

So the alarming rumors that are cur- 
rent’ are almost justified by existing 
conditions. The situation borders on 
anarchy. :

On the streets the crowds are as: gay 
and indifferent as ever, and the boule- 
vards show their usual animation.
